A clear and unmistakable mandate 


to the United States Senate for the 
Immediate ratiflcation. of the four- 
power treaty establishing 
interna- 


tional amity in the Pacific was de- 
livered last night at a mass meet- 
ins of nine thousand San Francisco 
bay region citizens, held at the Civic 
Auditorium of San Francisco. 


Amidst scenes of tremendous en- 


thusiasm resolutions wore adopted 
not only urging ratiflcation of the 
main and supplementary treaties, but 
the resolutions also protest most em- 
phatically against the stand taken 
by Senator Hiram W. Johnson and 
other ' opponents of the pact. 
Tha 


resolutions were telegraphed to Pres- 
ident Harding, to Secretary of State 
Charles K Hughes and to Senators 
Johnson and Samuel Shortridge. 


From 6:30 I>. m. until 8 o'clock, 


when Judge W. W. Morrow called 
tho meeting to order, an unbroken 
stream of citizens passed into tne 
huge building. 
Judge Morrow, in 


his opening remarks, stated that he 
had received a telegram from Sen- 
ator Shortrldge, pledging his sup- 
port to the treaty, and declaring it 
a measure "to promote peaca and 
good will among tho nations.

during last January, General Ireland

Because the advance of science.has 


been ignored by governmental lead- 
ers in practically every country of 
the world, great unrest and criticism 
of the constitutional form of govern- 
ment has. arisen among the peoples, 
he stated. 


"The vast majority, almost 
the 


total number o* men in public 
life, 


are mentally and in knowledge far 
behind the best minds and tho best 
opinions, and the "best thought of the 
highest 
specialized professor." 
he 


said. 
"The power, which is knowl- 


edge, is not present in our govern- 
ment of today. It is the incomplete 
representation of knowledge .in every 
govern/ment, which in my judgment 
is one of the greatest disturbing fac- 
tors of the present time. We have 
great reason to believe 
that 
our 


present form of government is 
not 


working smoothly because we have 
not represented in the men who are 
directing it. the best knowledge and 
thought of today. The machinery of 
the present government is working I 
with creakirigs and groaininss which I 
are plainly discernible. Fully OS perl 
cent of the men in power in govern-' 
ment don't know what 
the 
latest 


scientific methods of handling public 
roblems are.

REDUCING THE ARMY. 


In committee of the whole yesterday the llouse 


of Representatives' approved the army appropria- 
tion bill providing for a regular army of an en- 
listed strength of 1 KJ,000. 
Previous action of 


the House has fixed the strength of the officers 
corps at 11.000. 
The amendment of Represent- 


ative Kahn of California contemplating an en- 
listed strength of 143.000 men was voted down by 
S-i to 45. 


This action fairly accurately represents the 


temper of the llouse majority at this time. The 
plea of the 1'resideut. General Pershing and 3Ir. 
Kahn as chairman of the Military Affairs com- 
mittee, for a large force has had little effect upon 
the minds of those intent on making a showing 
of economy, whether it be sound or false econ- 
omy. 


There is a prospect, however, that this pro- 


posed figure for the army will be revised upward. 
It is expected that the Senate will be disposed 
to go considerably further in meeting the views 
of the President and the chief officers of the 
army establishment as to what is desirable as a 
regular army strength to discharge efficiently 
the current military work of the government. 


As previously pointed out, neither General 


Fershing nor the President want a regular army 
based on any idea of war preparation. But they 
do desire one large enough to give reasonable ef- 
fectiveness to the detachments in extra-conti- 
nental territory, to police the Mexican border 
and to keep in an efficient condition the coast 
defenses. 


Tin's is indisputably the proper view to take 


and the one which Congress should co-operate 
with. 
The Senate may not agree to an army of 


143.000. but it almost certainly will authorize the 
maintenance of one larger than contemplated 
in the House bill. 
The strength finally agreed 


upon will be somewhere between the Senate and 
Ihe House conclusion as to what it ousht to be.

I am, indeed, interested in several 


comments in The TRIBUNE relative 
to children playing in tho streets. 


At present in Oakland there are 


ten 
municipal 
playgrounds 
and 


twenty school playgrounds kept open 
after 
school till dark, Saturdays, 


Sundays, holidays and during school 
vacation. 
Approximately twenty- 


one other school playgrounds are 
open after school on school days. 
This makes fifty-one playgrounds in 
all, 
and yet It has been said that 


some children have no place to play. 


The great problem 
comes with 


children from 5 to 9 years of ago. 
Within this age comes the children 
referred to by Coroner Miller. \it 
this age many mothers want tlielr 
children within calling- distance of 
home. Now we cannot have at once, 
probably never,, playgrounds within 
calling distance 
of all children's 


homes. 
There are three answers to 


the problem: 


First—Open 
all school 
grounds 


with a supervisor there all daylight 
hours when school is not in session. 


Second—Use of 'vacant lots. 
Third—-Use 
of 
back 
yards 
for 


small children. 


This third, to my mind, holds th» 


only solution for a child between tha 
ages of 5 to 3 years. 
Oakland resi- 


dents, even in {he. most cramped sec- 
tions, have good-sized back yards. 
If citizens would call the recreation 
department we would, be glad to as- 
sist in laying out back yards for play 
purposes, as well as assist In getting 
vacant lots for the use of the chil- 
dren. The Oakland Recreation De- 
partment is fully aware of its re- 
sponsibility and is anxious to help in, 
any possible way. 
The department 


has a set of suggestions on the use 
of the back yard which it would bo 
glad to mail to anyone.

I his led to a consideration ot the 
political and economic structure o' 
the Hydro-Electric Power Commis- 
sion of Ontario, which operates the 
largest government-owned, system in 
existence, and to a comparison be- 
tween that system and others pri- 
vately owned and operated, but sub- 
ject to public regulation, both in the 
united States.and Canada.

THE DIRECT CUKHEXT GEN- 
ERATOR. 


One of the most important uses 
of the direct current generator is In 
the circuit of tho arc generator, 
where it is used, as a so*rce of elec- 
trical energy in connection with the 
generation and transmission of sus- 
tained electromagnetic waves which 
oscillate with continuous amplitude. 
Lesson No. 7 explained how alter- 
nating current was generated and 
delivered to an external circuit or 
load through the contact of brushes 
with the surface of collector rings 
attached to the terminals of a coil 
revolving in '.a magnetic Held of con- 
stant strength. Due to the fact that 
each brush makes continuous contact 
with the same end of the coil, the 
alternations of the current induced 
In the coil are transferred to the 
external circuit. 


In the direct current generator, 


however, tho collector rings are re- 
placed by a commutator consisting 
of copper segments ty means of 
which each brush is connected first 
with one end and then with the 
other end of the revolving coil, this 
change in connection being made at 
the instant the current in the coil is 
reversing, with the result that the 
current Hows through the external 
circuit always in the same direction.

(ABCJD) Is flgwlng as shown by the 
arrows from side (CD) 
through 
segment (X) to brush (M) and 
thence through the external circuit 
or load, returning through brush 
U>) and segment (Y) to side (AB). 
Brush 
(M) is therefore positive 
polarity a-nd 
brush (F) negative 
polarity. 
Brush (M) will bear on 
segment (X) as long- as the current 
in (CD) flows in the direction indi- 
cated by 'the arrows. 
As Boon as 
tho current in (CD) changes to the 
opposite direction tho brush (11) 
will eomo in contact with tho seg- 
ment (Y). 
The current in (AB) 


however, reversed at the same in- 
stant as in (CD) so that it flows 
through segment (X). brush (M) 
ami the external circuit in the same 
direction as before. By means of 
•the commutator therefore the cur- 
rent is always delivered to the .ex- 
ternal load-in tho same direction. 
In the direct current generator 


of commercial uses the single coil 
shown In the elementary diagram is 
replaced by many coils wound on 
an armature core, the magnetic poles 
(N) and (S) are replaced by sev- 
eral pairs of field poles and owing- to 
the. large number of armature colls 
the copper segments forming the 
commutator are greatly increased in 
number, varying from 50 to 150 seg- 
ments, depending upon the con- 
struction of the generator.
